mission's rejection of the plat. 

Ramm Development had gone 
ahead with some of the work on 
the proposed residential subdi 
sion even though the commission 
reeommended against it aj a 
hearing Nov: 8. Steve Lathrop of 
y, one of the develop- 
e id he hoped the City Coun- 
cil would override the de ‘ion. 

Lathrop had proposed digging 
a two-acre lake, 15 feet deep, to 
improve drainage. Homes were

to be built around the lake. 

The proposed development 
includes building within the city, 
which annexed part of the prop- 
erty in October, and outside the 


city, within. Madison County_ 


jurisdiction. The property is on 
the northeast side of Granite. ~ 

There has been a moratorium 
on building in the slough drea 
since May 1973. 

Under provisions of the mora- 
torium, enacted by the Madison 
County Board at the direction of. 
the Illinois Division of Water- 
ways, persons found guilty of 
violating the moratqrium risk 
daily fines of $5,000 to $10,000. *~

Alderman Jeff Worthen, chair- 
man of the council's Planning 
and Zoning Committee, 
expressed concern Tuesday 
evening about the possibility of 
jeopardizing federal-and state 
grants that have been promised 
to this area for pumps and 
drainage work. 

He said, “‘No one can legally 
impede the flow of drainage of 
storm water ... but nobody is 
sure whether or not Lathrop is 
doing that.

GRANITE-CITY he city's 
dream ‘of a downtown retail 
shopping center took a short step 
toward reality last night. 

Following a closed session, the 
aldermen voted 11-1 lo authorize 
the Downtown Committee to 
negotiate an agreement with 
Walpert Properties of St. Louis 
for development of 23 acres in 
the downtown area, The negoti- 
ated agreement would then be 
brought back to the council. 

The Walpert development 














would cover a six-block area 
bounded by Madison Avenue, 
18th Street, Edison Avenue and 
20th Street. 

The Granite City Steel office 
building at 20th and State 
streets, including Magna Bank of 
Madison County at 20th Street 
and .Edison Avenue, is not 
included in. the development 


area and not affected by the” 


council's action. 

The city will be asked to enter 
into an exclusive option with 
Walpert .for one year, during 
which time Walpeért will market 
the proposed development. 

During ‘the same period, Wal- 


pert will perform.din economic 
‘feasibility study ¢,’design the 
development and=produce site 
plans. 

According “to the 
agreement, the city will obtain 
contro} of the property either by 
ownership, options to purchase 
or condemnation. The property 
would then be purchased by Wal- 
pert at $2 per. square foot, or 
approximately $2 million for the 
entire tract. 

At the time of purchase, the 
property must be in a “buildable 
condition”: All buildings demol- 
ished and removed from the site. 
all clearing anti grading done.

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Insurance hot line popular 


SPRINGFIELD — State Rep. 
Sam Wolf of Granite— City 
reported calls: to the Illinois 
Insurance Hotline, a new toll- 
free consumer service, topped 
the 1,000 mark in its first month 
of operation. ~ 

“A total of 1,185 calls to the 
toll-free number 1-800-444-3338 
were received from. throughout 
the state of Illinois during the 
period Sept._14-Oct. 12,”’ Wolf 
said. 


“We are very pleased with 
the overwhelming response,” 
said Kenneth D. Towers, execu- 
tive director of the Illinois 
Insurance Information Service, 
which operates the hot line 

He said a breakdown of the 
calls provides a clear picture of 
what the public wants to know 
about insurance. More than half 
of the 1,185 calls concerned two 
areas of insuranc — health and 
automobile. 

There were 316 inquiries 
about health insurance, or 26.7 
percent of the total.’ Callers 
wanted to know about the dif- 
ferent types of coverage, the 


availability of coverage in vari-~ 


ous categories, and how the féed- 
eral Medicare program works, 
among other things. 

A total of 312 calls, or 26.3 
per cent of the total, related to 
automobile insurance. Questions 
were asked about how claims 
are settled, how the new Illinois 
mandatory auto insurance law 
works, and how the Illinois

Automobile Insurance Plan 
helps drivers who are having 
difficulty obtaining insurance 
elsewhere. = 

Information also was provid- 
ed on a_range of- other. insur- 
ance categories. Life insurance 
questions totaled 114 (9.6 per 
cent). Homeowners insurance 
questions added up to 96 (8.1 
per cent). Medicare supplement 
questions totaled 57 (4.8 per 
cent), and there were 27 ques- 
tions (2.3 per cent) relating to 
the annuity field. 

Following the mild earth- 
quake felt in the downstate Mli- 
nois region on Sept. 26, a num- 
ber of calls were received ‘on 
this subject. To date, 25 callers 
(2.1 per cent) asked about 
earthquake coverage. 

Towers said that of the 1,185 
calls received in the hot line’s 
first month of operation, only 
185 could -be glassified as griev- 
ances. .Thq@ overwhelming 
majority, .an even _ 1,000, 
requested information only. 

In addition to the 1,185 calls 
received, 323 galls have been 
made by hot line consultants 
tracking down answers. Thus, 
the total telephone activity in 
the first month of the hot line 
was 1,508 calls. The stated 
objective of the hot line is to 
answer questions accurately 


and quickly, but if research is 
required, to back to the cal- 
ler within 48 : 

“It-is gratifying that this con- 
sumer service is achieving its 
objective — to make us all bet- 
ter informed about this some- 
times complex subject,’ Towers 
said. 

“At the same time, we are 
glad to assist callers who voice 
any type of grievance about 
their insurance. Each of the 
1,800 companies writing insur- 
ance in Illinois have appointed 
a staff member to serve as a 
liaison with the hot line. “Our 
experience thus far is that the 
interaction between the hot line 
consultant and the company 
liaison results in speedy resolu- 
tion of issues.’* 

The Mlin Insurance Infor- 
mation Service is a trade orga- 
nization made up of major Tili- 
nois companies. These 
companies are funding the hot 
line at an annual cost of a quar- 
ter of a million dollars. 

The line is staffed by profes- 
sional consultants with many 
years of experience in the field 
Hours for the line are 9 a.m. to 
4 p.m. Monday through Friday. 
The service is bilingual, with 
the capability to deal with 
inquiries from those who speak 
Spanish. The; hot line is 
‘designed to supplement the 
basic services provided be 
insurance agents and insurance 
companies.

environmentalists agreed Oct. 
30. 


NIMBY is an acronym for 
“Not In My Back Yard.” 

It is usally thought of as 
meaning a Citizen with a nega- 
tive reaction to a proposal for 
any. change or facility perceived 
as detracting from the desirabili- 
ty of his home neighborhood. 

“I view a NIMBY as an 
extreme example of our failure 
to realize we're all environmen- 
talists,” said attorney Elsa Stew- 
ard, compliance officer for the 
St. Louis-based Sigma Chemical 
Co. 


The opposition results from 
lack of information and’a fear of 
the unknown, Steward said. 

Steward was one of a panel of 
three environmental workers 
who discussed dealing with the 
NIMBY Syndrome as part of an 
all-day environmental confer- 
ence. 

The conference was sponsored 
by the St. Louis Regional Com- 
merce and Growth Association 
and was held at the downtown 
Marriott. 

Other panelists were G. Tracy 
Mehan III, director of the Mis- 
souri DeparNgent of Natural 
Resources, ant Roger Pryor, 
executive director of the Missou- 
ri Coalition for the Environment, 
a citizens group. 

Stressing her view that opposi- 
tion by ‘‘Nimbies’’ stems from 
fear and from insufficient infor- 
thation, Steward told the audi- 
ence that some amount of ha 
ardous waste must be expected 
in today’s society. 

“Generating some hazardous 
waste is essential in order ta 
protect our living standards,” 
Steward said, citing isotopes 
used in medicine. 

Steward added, however, that 
even these ‘‘essential’’ wastes 

. Must be controlled. 

Present technology allows for 
‘safe handting. 

Also, reduction of waste is 
possible, she said, adding that 
process’ design improvements 
.should enable use of less hazard- 
ous materials in the future. 

Steward recommended tight 
regulations and _ well-trained 
operators, so that both incinera- 
tors and hazardous-waste sites 
would be acceptable.

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BAC board suffering an identity crisis

It may be a nasty rumor but 
I've heard that in the next edi- 
tion of Websler’s Dictionary, 

_next to the term “‘‘identity. cri- 
sis,”’ there Will be a notation 
‘saying, ‘‘see Belleville Area Col- 
lege Board of Trustees: 

Yes, after weathering storms 
in recent. years over former 
chancellor Bruce Wissore, a 
failed tax increase referendum 
and several tuition increases, 
another round of dark clouds 
and gusty winds is rocking the 
BAC trustees’ boat. . 

First, some background. 

In the mid-1980s, Belleville 
Area Coltege, which had served

It’s important to remember 
that, for a period of time, all 
seven BAC board trustees were 
from St. Clair County, with six 
living in Belleville. 

In the years following the 
opening of the Granite City and 
Red Bud campuses, residents of 
Madison and Randolph counties 
began expressing the sentiment

that their voices were not being 
heard on college matters. 

In fact, some started mention- 
ing the ever-popular “‘taxation 


From this faction of unhappy. 
residénts sprang a successful 
movement to divide the 2,100- 
Square-mile college district into 
seven areas of equal population, 
with the idea that one trustee 
would be elected from each of 
the seven areas. 

Redistricting proponents said 
this new method of electing 
trustees would better guarantee 
that all district residents would 
be represented on the BAC 
board 

Apparently, the general public 
agreed because voters approved 
redistricting by a 2-to-l1 margin 
in a referendum in November 
1988. It will take effect with the 
November 1991 election. 

So, mow these folks are feeling 
pretty confident. They have 
campuses in their areas. They're 
guaranteed representation on the 
college board. 

Now, some want to go after a 
bigger prize: changing the col- 
lege’s name to reflect the larger 
area that the college serves.

When -it comes to music, fashion and attitude, 
the '60s are back 

Long hair, psychedelic colors, bell-bottom trou- 
sers, and a pop beat — they're all-the elements 
that'are heralding a revival of the hipper-than-hip 
decade of the 1960s. 

It’s a trend that’s apparent in the media — TV, 
environmental activism, music, and fashion. 

“It seems that many people, since the 1960s, 
have been afraid of the times we live in. In fash- 
ion, those fears started a cycle of nostalgia for 
various eras, starting with the 1920s. Each decade 
since had its revival — and now we're up to the 
*60s,"" said Jeigh Singleton, associate profes- 
sor/head of fashion in Washington University’s 
School of Fine Arts. 

“My observation is that apparel is the only area 
of life where we don't reflect the times we live 
in,” Singleton said. 

“Technologically, we’re surrounded by modern 
conveniences. Our phones do tricks and our cars 
all but drive themselves. But we're running 
around in nostalgic clothes."’ 

On the cutting edge of fall 1990, Singleton said, 
is the catsuit — shades of Emma Peel from “The 
Avengers.” > 

“The designers are throwing in added elements 
to the original "60s look — a rectangle around the 
hips that you can call a skirt,’’ he said. ‘‘But, for 
the 1990s, the gussied-up, overdone and overdecor- 
ated opulence of the '80s is over.”’ :: 

Those new elements to old styles include things 
like tie-dyed clothes with a lot more and brighter 





colors than tie dye in its hey day, as well as a 


“machine-age”’ quality that wasn't present before. 

Cycles of fashion, Singleton said, seem almost to 
be timed so that a’ new crop of young people who 
haven't worn the styles before are able to catch 
the latest wave. 

“The people-in their late teens and early 20s 
don’t know who Pierre Cardin or Halston are 
Those looks were over by the time they arrived on 
the planet,"’ he said 

“The baby boomers who lived through it aren't 
into this. They say ‘we werft through all that — 
we're sick of it!" 
turbing side is that the young people 
wearing the new-old styles often adopt a “form 
without content’’ view of the decade. 

“They're calling the peace sign a Mercedes- 
Benz sign. They're getting into thinking the clothes 
are trendy and status symbols,’’ Singleton said. 

“The original meaning of the ¢lothing and the 
styles — the rebellion against classism and rac 
ism, the activism.— are often missed. entirely 

hen, there was the idea that your personal 
(worth) shouldn't be based on thé selection of out 
ward apparel."’ 

That same concern troubles Charles Franklin, 
assistant professor of political science at Washing- 























ton University rns 
“To an extent, there is a revival in the environ- 
mental activism among young people — but I 


don’t see that trend in political activism. I really 
a great diversity. among students in activism,” 
aid. . 

“But I think that's much concern for the 
issues of the "90s as nostalgia for the ‘60s. It’s 
those people who were originally involved in politi- 
cal activism in the ‘60s who have pretty much 
maintained. their interest and commitment 
although they're not wild in the streets anymore. 

He said the lack of political activism by the 
young could even be seen as a reaction against the 
cherished beliefs of their '60s parents. 

“The ‘60s kids were rebelling against their staid. 
quiet parents. Well, what goes around com 
around, and I think we've come full circle in 
rebellion,” he said. 

Coming full circle also applies to popylar media 
such as television. 

Marcia Guckes. assistant professor in Webster 
University’s communication department, said that 
shows portraying life in the '60s — like “The Won- 
der Years’ are very popular now 

“Even “The Cosby Show’ is almost patterned 
after ‘Father Knows Bes ‘ 


























,»’ ** she said. 

“The appeal of those shows is simplicity — you 
have a family that is happy and intact and faces 
problems together." 

She said the shows are aimed at sympathetic 
baby boomers powerful consumers who also 
hold the power in television production now 

“They're finally getting the chance to make the 
types of shows they grew up with,” said Guckes. 

A great push forward towards looking back to 
the 1960s is coming from the music industry 

Christopher Curtis, alternative/ import buyer for 
Streetside Records in University City, said the 
resurgence is based more on the image of bands 
than their music. 

And.a lot of the impetus’is coming from a third 
wave of the ‘British invasion parts 

“A lot of the groups in the revival ‘are coming 
out of Manchester in northern England — groups 
like Stone Roses, Happy Mondays, Inspiral Carpets 
and Charlatans U.K. that have been around for a 
couple of years. They're. a combination of house 
and rap music,”’ he said 

“They wear the long hair and baggy clothes and 
bell bottoms and- flower print shirts. But the 
groups are more dance oriented than a2 lot of the

“But you can see a comeback in some quarters 
such as with the club goers and on the ‘college 
scene among people in their late teens and early 
20s. There, people are most likely to try something 
different. But I'd say that, in this country, LSI 
isn’t necessarily making a large- comeback now 
he said, adding that he understood the LSD now on 
the scene has a somewhat milder effect than its 
*60s counterpart. 

Williams said the psychedelic 
adding to the popularity of “‘eestz another hal- 
lucinogenic drug. ‘‘Howeveér, acid never really 
went away in the U.S. after the ’60s,”" he said.
